I compared all the varlous features
of the hills and slopes here from different points |
of view, which could only be done by putient
Berutiny from a hoat, for you eannot compare
two hills unless you are at proper distance from
both of them, though, of course, You can see
each of them by walking under it upon the
ghore. I came away much gratificd by this af-
ternoon's work, in having fully satvsfled mysell
a8 1o the complete sultability of the slope near
Wady Fik for the scene of the only miracle of
our Lord where punishment was inflicted and
death."—London Freeman.
